Briefly , 
to reca pitula te wha t we sa id y es­ 
terda y , dia betes ia due to the in­ 
a bility of the body to utilize sta rch 
or ca rbohy dra te in the food nor­ 
ma lly , a nd this ina bility is due to 
the a bsence of insulin. The secre­ 
tion which comes from certa in 
cells in the pa ncrea s, a nd which 
spa rks the cells of the body , a l­ 
lows them to burn ca rbohy dra te 
food. 
The pla nning of the diet ha s 
a lwa y s included a reduction in the 
a mount of sta rch ta ken in, in or­ 
der tha t this sta rch will not a c­ 
cumula te in the blood. Before the 
introduction of insulin, dia betic 
pa tients were a llowed very little 
sta rch in their food, a nd their 
mode of life rea lly ma de them 
quite uncomforta ble. 
Nowa da y s 
they ca n enjoy a ll the good things 
of the ta ble tha t a ny body else en­ 
joy s from fruits to desserts. The

Different Abilities 


Every dia betic pa tient ha s a 
different a bility to burn ca rbohy ­ 
dra tes a nd, therefore, every pa ­ 
tient must be individua lized a nd 
the diet a rra nged to suit his pa r­ 
ticula r needs. In genera l, a ccord­ 
ing to Dr. J oslin, one of the prom­ 
inent students of the disea se, 
sta rch to the a mount of 150 gra ms 
per da y , with a bout 100 gra ms of 
fa t, will lea d to longer life of 
dia betic pa tients. 
Other people 
give more sta rch tha n tha t a nd 
lower the fa t inta ke proportion­ 
a tely . But a ny of these figures 
show tha t with modem trea tment 
a considera ble increa se in sta rch 
in the diet is a dvoca ted by every ­ 
one nowa da y s. These diets a re 
severa l times higher in sta rch oon- 


tent tha n tha diets of ten or even 
fives y ea rs a go. 
The dia betic pa tient must, of 
course, lea rn the ca rbohy dra te 
content of foods, which he will 
find in food ta bles a nd such books 
a s J oslin’s DIABETIC MANUAL 
a nd ma ny others written for pa ­ 
tients. He will a lso ha ve to lea rn, 
a t first, to weigh his food a nd 
estima te the a mount of sta rch he 
is getting in one da y . This pre­ 
limina ry course of instruction is 
best done in the hospita l a nd ma ny 
pa tients find tha t this prelimina ry 
course of educa tion in a properly 
conducted hospita l is well worth 
the trouble a nd expense which it 
enta ils. 
There is no rea son, however, 
why a modern dia betic pa tient on 
a properly a rra nged diet ca nnot 
ha ve fruit a nd a sma ll portion of 
cerea l in the morning for brea k­ 
fa st, some brea d, ma ny kinds of 
vegeta bles a nd even a sma ll por­ 
tion of dessert.

DIET AND HEALTH 


I reating Diabetics 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• Y esterday we stated th a t cer­ 
tain superficial changes had oc­ 
curred in our present day tre a t­ 
m ent of diabetes but th a t the fu n ­ 
dam ental principles of treatm en t 
have not been changed. 
These 
fundam entals consist in the regu­ 
lation of the diet and the use of 
some form of insulin. 
It is necessary to understand 
the n atu re of diabetes before any

discusaion of these methods of 
treatm ent can be given. Briefly, 
to recapitulate w hat we said yes­ 
terday, diabetes la due to the in­ 
ability of the body to utilize starch 
or carbohydrate in the food nor­ 
mally, and this inability is due to 
the absence of insulin. The secre­ 
tion which comes from certain 
cells in the pancreas, and which 
sparks the cells of the body, al­ 
lows them to burn carbohydrate 
food. 
The planning of the diet has 
always included a reduction in the 
am ount of starch taken in, in o r­ 
der th a t this starch will not ac­ 
cum ulate in the blood. Before the 
introduction of insulin, diabetic 
patients were allowed very little 
starch in th eir food, and their 
mode of life really m ade them 
quite uncom fortable. 
Nowadays 
they can enjoy all the good things 
of the table th a t anybody else en­ 
joys from fru its to desserts. The

In general, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Joslin, one of the prom ­ 
inent students of the disease,

B ut any of these figures 
show th a t with modem treatm ent 
a considerable increase in starch 
in the diet is advocated by every­ 
one nowadays. These diets are 
several tim es higher in starch eon- 


tent than the diets of ten or even 
fives years ago. 
The diabetic patient must, of 
course, learn the carbohydrate 
content of foods, which he will 
find in food tables and such books 
as Joslin’s D IA B ETIC MANUAL 
and many others w ritten for pa­ 
tients. He will also have to learn, 
a t first, to weigh his food and 
estim ate the am ount of starch he 
is getting in one day. This pre­ 
lim inary course of instruction is 
best done in the hospital and m any 
patients find th a t this prelim inary 
course of education in a properly 
conducted hospital is well worth 
the trouble and expense which it 
entails. 
There is no reason, however, 
why a modern diabetic patient on 
a properly arranged diet cannot 
have fru it and a small portion of 
cereal in the m orning for break­ 
fast, some bread, m any kinds of 
vegetables and even a small por­ 
tion of dessert.

All of the nearly 2,000 dif­ 
ferent kinds of galls found in the United States on plants are caused 
by insects laying eggs in the stem of the plant. The irritation caused 
by the egg and by the larvae hatched from it cause the .swelling and 
form ation of the gall.

and

striped red and white instead of 
pure red. 
These were 
planted 
near my lilies.

ANSW ER: There is no cure for 
the mosaic of lilies other than 
burning the bulbs, although fo rtu ­ 
nately once the bulb is dead the 
disease is not carried in the still. 
It may, however, be transm itted 
to healthy lilies from other lilies 
nearby which are diseased. Tulips 
which are infected with mosaic as 
indicated by streaking and blotch­ 
ing also m ay infect lilies. 
It is 
carried from diseased plants to 
the lilies by leaf hoppers and pos­ 
sibly other insects. 
In town, a 
space of several hundred feet m ay | 
be sufficient to give safety. 
In 
the open country, a q u arter to 
a half mile may be necessary. For 
anyone interested. I have a m im e­ 
ographed leaflet listing lilies th at 
are immune, lilies th at are usual­ 
ly diseased, and methods by which 
healthy lilies may la* raised.
